Great question, Lacey! Making o comic 
book takes several creative people, and four 
to six months. 

First, the editor and writer “brainstorm” 
story ideas. Then the writer writes the story, 
describing what happens on each page 
Then, the penciler draws the story, following 
the writer's descriptions. After the story is 
drawn, the writer scripts the pages, creating 
dialogue and captions to complement the art. 

Next, the actual balloons and words are 
drawn and lettered by the lefterer, right on 
the art page. Then the inker comes in, going 
over the pencils with black ink, adding areas 
of black to give the art depth and texture. 

The black and white art pages are then 
copied and, using paints or markers, a colorist 
creates a color guide, indicating what colors 
go where. The editor supervises every step of 
the way and after proofreading the story, and 
making any changes that are needed, the
